PARIS, Dec. 18.—(Thursday )—() 
Minister of State Edouard Herriot 
withdrew his decision early today to 
resign from the cabinet’ because of a 
disagreement with Premier Laval on 
foreign policies, saving the Laval gov- 
ernment from a threatened collapse. 

Herriot announced late last night 
he would resign today and it was re- 
ported in radical socialist circles he 
would take this action because he dis- 
approved of Laval’s “‘weak’’ support 
of the League of Nations through the 
Italo-Ethiopian crisis. 

Herriot reconsidered his decision to 
quit the government after he had re- 
signed his leadership of the radical so- 
cialist party. 

Herriot’s announced intention of 
staying in the cabinet heartened sup- 
porters of the Laval government, 
which had been shaken only a short 
time before by an announcement of the 
resignation of Sir Samuel Hoare, the 
British foreign secretary who helped 
Laval write the widely maligned An- 
glo-French plan for African peace. 

Decision Announced. 

Herriot’s change of mind was an- 
nounced by Edouard Daladier, leader 
of the anti-Laval faction party, who 
with other leaders of the faction, had 
pleaded with Herriot until the early 
hours of the morning.

Bird Shot Found. 
Dr. J. C. Blalock, county physician,

Detectives yesterday went over the 
scene of the shooting, but no finger 
prints or other clues were found. |

erts apartment, which is on the ground 
floor, told police she heard running 
footsteps in an alley adjoining her 
apartment just after hearing the shot. 

J.C. Capps, aresidet of an apart- 
ment above the Roberts’ home, added 
the information that, just before the 
shooting, he heard sounds of a scuffl2 
in the rear. This was followed by the 


shotgun report, and the gasping words 
of Roberts, “I'm shot!” 

Capps searched his apartment for 
a flashlight, desiring to investigate 
further, but the assailant had fled by 
the time he found it, he told the de-.

On the other hand, the chimney 
story about Santa Claus does not seem 
to have good reason, Santa is pic- 
tured as being stout, if not fat, and 
how could such a one get down the 
common chimney without being jam- 
med on the way? 

In any story of Santa Claus, there 
must be magic. To visit the millions 
of homes in Christian countries dur- 
ing a single night, a person would 
have to be a magician. If he had 
such magic power, Santa would be 
able to get to stockings on the radi- 
'tor as well as to those near the open 
fireplace! 

The Santa Claus legend goes back 
to a bishop of the Christian church 
who lived 1,500 years ago, and who 
was known as “the bishop of Myra.” 
Myra was a city in Asia Minor. It 
is now in ruins. 

For many centuries, pepole in Eu- 
rope honored the bishop as Saint 
| Nicholas on December 6. The cus- 
_tom of giving gifts to children on St. 
Nicholas’ day arose. In many, but 
' not all, countries the gift-giving cus- 
tom has been changed to Christmas. 

Saint Nicholas is pictured as a bish- 
'op in a few countries, but in other 
lands he goes by other names and is 
shown as wearing different clothing. 

The name “Santa Claus” grew out 
of the Dutch way of speaking “St. 
Nicholas.” Dutch folk who settled in 
New Amsterdam (later New York) 
are given credit for starting the spread 
of the Santa Claus name on our con- 
| tinent. 
| English children speak of both San- 
ta Claus and “Father Christmas.” In 
| some German families, children are 
told that gifts are brought by “Kris 
Kringle,” meaning “the Christ Child.”

U. S. AND HONDURAS 


SIGN TRADE TREATY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(#)— 
A reciprocal trade agreement provid- 
ing for mutual tariff concessions was 
signed today by the United States and 
Honduras at Tegucigalpa, the eighth 
pact to be consummated under the ad- 
ministration’s foreign commerce pro- 
gram. 

American exports to Honduras for | 
1934 were estimated at $6,000,000, a 
drop, the department said, from the, 
$13,000,000 figure of 1929. | 

Under the treaty, made public here 
by the State Department, Honduras | 
grants duty reductions on 17 commodi- 
ties and guarantees not to increase 
those on 20 others in addition to main- 
taining certain other articles on its 
free list. Embraced in these three con- 
cessions are American food products, 
manufactured goods and automobiles.

Curious how many angles there are to things. 


The recent Southeastern conference ruling, for instance, that 
athletes legally may be granted scholarships on the same basis 
as other students. 

It never occurred to me the non-football students would be 
interested. That is, it didn’t until a letter came yesterday. It 
presents the students’ viewpoint. It is, I think, a viewpoint the 
presidents of athletic conferences ‘‘deploring” the plan, might 
mull over a bit in their idle moments. 

‘‘Dear Mr. McGill—I never wrote to a newspaper be- 
fore. But I have been reading what you and other writers 
have written about the removal of hypocrisy from ath- 
letics by the adoption of the new scholarship rule in 
the Southeastern conference. 

“I wonder if you ever thought of the effect that it 
will have on the students who cheer the team. And it 
will, if you do think about it, explain why some students 
had lost interest in football. 

“A lot of boys try to work their way through school 
who are not football players. And they know the rules 
say, or did say, the football players could receive no help 
and be eligible to play. And they saw what happened. 
They knew wealthy alumni were helping the football 
players with money and clothes. And they knew many 
of them were playing on scholarships provided by alumni 
and the school. s 

“Now, the boy comes to college with some ideals 
and ideas about college. Yet there he is. He sees this 
going on and he knows the college president and the 
faculty must know all about it. And he knows they 
close an eye to it. 

“The result is the boy gets pretty sick of it all. He 
loses any ideals he may have had about the college offi- 
cials and their integrity. He looks upon football with 
disdain and he finds his whole outlook warped. He 
can’t believe his faculty honest and so he can’t be ex- 
pected to stir up a lot of football interest. This applies 
to all students but especially those who do not play 
football and who have a struggle getting along. The 
new rule will help a lot. It is honest. I wondered if 
you'd thought of that part of it?—”’ 

That isa new angle. The ‘solemn gentlemen of the South- 
ern conference who threw up their hands in something akin to 
holy horror at the action of the Southeastern group might think 
it over. Their presidents, who wink an eye at the very things 
they deplore, might consider this boy’s letter. 

There are a lot of ideas in it. It might even help explain 
why the old-fashioned virtues of loyalty and an idealistic ap- 
proach are so lacking in this 35th year of the new century.
